delineaments of man, whereof proceeded the Phyſiognomie, 
Mctoſcopic, and Chiromancic: others by Conſtellation and 
Superſtitious Arnotations of Signes, and the houſes Celeſti- 
all, prrtending generally thereby things to come; as alſo par- 
ticularly vpon the natinitie of any perſon , the courſe and ſac- 
ceſſe of his life; Some alſo by numbers, whereof came a ſort 
of Pichagoriques: awd ſome by the Letters of the Alphabet, 
or Poeticall verſes, as the Aomeriques and Virgilians : O- 
thers by Figures, Caracters, and Inuacation of ſpirits , as

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Magiciaus, Neeromancians, and the Caballe of the Jemes. 
Beſides a number of waies and meanes by men and euill Hi- 
rits, the moſt part of which hath beene maſt curiouſly ſought 
and publiſhed by the Rab-lays in his Pantagoueliſme. Aud 
although that ieſlinely, as mockes, hee puts them out, yet ne- 
wer theleſſe hee ſpcaketh not without 4 purpoſe and meaning. 
There is alſo yet another kinde of diuination that hath beene 
v/ed , and that is by lottss , the which hath not beene deemed 
ſo ill and pernicious, as thoſe aboue named. For wee 
may fide that fume of the auncient fathers did w/e to 
caſt lots for the finding cut of matters in queſtion and doubt: 
And it is a'ſo found in the Ancient lam, that loſuah v- 
fea a lot to diſcouer him that had broken the Commandement 
of God which lot ſell vt an Acan, who confeſſed the fact, and 


was ſtoned to death. Likewiſe Saul vſeda lot, by the which he 
| knew that Ionathan his ſon had made publike offence , for the 


which he wold haue put him to death,but the people ſaued hum. 
T he lot alſo fell, on Jonas in flying from the Lord, who was 
thrown into the Sea and receaued by a Whale, And Saint Mat- 
thias ws called and Elected by alot to be an Apoſtle. And 
get neuertheleſſe, ſuch binde of lots, though the Ancient Fa- 
thers ved them, is now iudicially reprooued and forbidden 
by the Canon ef the Church, for that it might in time , grow 
to ſaperſittion, ſuch as that the faithfull might erre, and be- 
come idolatrous to the breach of the firſt commandement of 
God. But now abaine to returne to our purpoſe ; 1 fiude that 
beſidesthe ſaid diuinations and lots, the ancients had diuers

more then for any certainty or belecſe of trueth they had in 
them, the which were called plaies of Hazard and Aduenture: 


as theſe;The Teſſaræ Talorum,or Taxillorum, Doctohe- 
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dron and Dodecahedron,the forme aud faſhion of the 4 gure 
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being ſunarie according to the diuerſityof the play : Not onely 
in the forme and ſquares of the dye, but likewiſe in the markes 
thereof. For in ſome there was prickeggor points in other nume- 
rall figures, in ſome letters, and in ſome entire words, and ce- 
leſtiall Signes. For I hauc ſeene the play called the Dodeche- 
Aron, marked with the twelue Signes of the Zodiaque , in the 
throwing whereof they were perſwaded of ſome truth or cer- 
taine euent to their demaund. But I will not ſo perſwade you. 
Becauſe it cannot bee ſo, that theſe ſports of lots, dice, orſucb 
like things of chance which we vſe, canbeeſuch or like thoſe 
which the ancients vſed , which they termed Teſſara and Ta- 
lorum , notwithſtanding that the forme and figure be the like. 
Anayet I am per ſwaded that then with them, if there had 
not bin more matter of eſfect then in theſe we vſe, they had not 
beene ſo curious, nor vſed them ſo much. For it is found writ- 
nen in thelife of the Emperour Claudius Cæſar, that he was 
ſo aſfectionated thereto, they cauſed to bee made, or himſelſe 
made a booke thereof. Alſo Auguſtus Cæſar was blamed 
for too much ſpending his time thereabouts. Plato in his 
dialogue of the Republique, doth there (6 eſteeme or extoll his 
play of Talorum, that hee maketh compariſon of it to the life 
of man. Therefore I will not take vpon mee to ſhew you the 
manner of Octohedron , an Dodecahedron as the ancients v- 
ſed them. For 1 muſt freely confeſſe unto you,” I am ignorant 
thereof. But for thus play called Dodechedron of fortune, The au. 
It is the meere intention of one Maſter Iohn de Meum, thor of the 
one of the moſt famous French Poets of his time, the which Ba "—_ 
hee dedicated and preſented to King Charles the fift then don. 
King of France, as 1 found by an Ancient Super ſcription 
in the booke, when firſt I found it in a librarie of a friend of 
mine, who as well for the antiquitie , as the raritie of the 
ſame made great account thereof, keeping it being a written 
A booke 
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booke euer ſecret to himſelfe , vntill that onercome by my re- 
queſi he wa: content to let it come abroad for that we wan- 
ted the knowledge and direction of the die being ſtrange, and 
the authours direction therein; wee were forced to ſecke by 
the frequent communication of manie Doctors, for the 
ve ana diſcoutrie thereof. The which by the onely induſtri- 
ous labour and learned Search of the worthie after Iohn 
Moreau, Signicurof Monliger, both the vſe of the dye, and 
manner of the booke was found, as hereafter. T hen fr t cag- 
cerning the Au hour Maſter lohn de Meum, it & knowne 
that he was one of the maſt faumo us in the practiſe of the Ma- 
thematicies and Philoſophie of his time. Aud ſo concerning 
this his booke hee hath proceeded ther cin according to Aſtrolo- 
gie, diuiding the queſtrons into twelue chapters anſwerable 
o the twelue houſes celeſliall, direiHy obſeruing the proper- 
ties and ſronifications of them: for enerie chapter or rather 
horſe , hee hath propounded twelue demaunds or queſtions. 
And the booke contaynins twelue replies or anſweres to eue- 
rie one, 2 that the Oueſtions are in all 44. And the an{wers 
are to them in all 1728. If I ſhowld hereupon take occaſion to 
aeſeribe onto you the Sigmifications and properties of the ce- 
leflia'l houſes, and what plameis raigneth in them, it would be 
ſuperfluous, tedious, and nothing at all fit or appertaming to 


this Subiect. Tt onelya little (hall ſuffice mee to piuea taſte 


concerning the twelue houſes, And to begin with the fr 
houſe which is called Horoſcope Angle of the orient Aſcen- 
dant, doth /fonifie the beginning of life and workes. The ſc- 
cond Succedent, ſionifying goods, trafficke, riches,and other 
things neceſſary for life. The third is termed Cadent, of 
the Aſcendent , portending Brothers, Siſters, coſens, kin- 


dred, aſſociates, Iudges, prelates, and ſuchlite. The fourth is 


called the Angle of the earth, and ſo hath bus ſienification 18

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fathers, poſſeſcions, houſes, hid Treaſures, and things ſecret.) 
The fift houſe Succedent, being good fortune, ſignifying ſons 
and daughters, and their inclinations, Embaſſadors, Meſſin- 
gers, ana profit to bee had by husbandrie or land. The ſixt 
houſe is called Cad ent or euill fortune, noting baniſhment, 
Þ ſeruitude, ſicheneſſe , falſe accuſations, and falſe witneſſes. 
| The ſeauenth houſe is the Angle of the Occident, ſigniſhing 
mariages, quarrels, warre and things loſt, The etoht houſe 
Succedent, the houſe of death,aoth ſignifie ſorrow, troubles, 
long torments, peyſons, and qualities of death. The ninth houſe 
Cadent of the orient Angle, the houſe of God, doth ſigniſie 
voiages, vauigations, faith, religion, ceremonies , diuinations, 
areames,prodigies,and preſages, of diuine puniſhment. The 
tenth houſe called the heart of the heauens, or the Meridionall 
Angle, ſignifieth honour, dignities, gouernment of Kings, and 
reat men. The cleauenth houſe being Succedent, Meridio- 
nall or the good Angle. ſignifieth lowe, companie, good Aduen- 
tures, fauour, aide, an d ſuccors. The twelft and laſt houſe, 
called Cadent meridionall, or the euill ſpirit, doth ſignifie 
and denote Enemies, priſonings, Captiuities, vengeances, trea- 
ſons, deceauings, hoy ſe to ſell, and a conſummation of the per- 
ſons inquired for, which twelue houſes the Ancients of olde 
time compiled together in theſe verſes following, 
Natus, Vinci, Fratrem, Filium, Infernus, Vxorem 
Mors, Ambulat, Regnat, Fortuna, Incarceratur. 
Aud thius it appeares that the Authour hath apropriated 
his queſtions to the propertie and qualities of theſe houſes , the 
which are very cunningiy found by meanes of this che, called 
Dodccacdton or Dodechedron. Zy the which in my tdge- 
ment this ſport is as ſublil and ingenti us, as the points of tke 
geomanc y. And that you may the letter under ſtand the faſhion 
and manner of the aye , it ts a geometritall bodie, compoſed

and then ioined together, carrying the one peece to the other, 
the body, called Dodecacdron or Dodechedron, will bee a 


_ geometricall figure, like unto the leſſer peeces heere vnder , 


This figure Dodechedron was much celebrated among 
the Ancients, comparing it vnto the round circle of the 
world or heauens. For like 25 in it is contained twelue Signes, 
diuided in 360. degrees, ſo this Dodechedron is compoſed 


of twelne faces, Pentagones, euerie one of which doth part 


or diuia it ſelfe into fiue Iſopleures, or triangles. Then thoſe 
againe ſubdiuided into ſix ſcalenes, which are triangles vne- 
quall; Added together make iuſt 360. Scalenes. And thus 
being per formed, this muſt be obſerued, for making the num- 
bers on the dye, which u, that euer the 2. ſides oppoſed containe 
thirteene together , ſo that if the vndermoſt bee marked 
with eight, then the uppermoſt muſt be fue: if with nine, 
then the other with foure : if with twelue, then the other with 

ane, and ſo of the reſt. 
Aud now let vs beginne to ſhew you the order of the play, 
which will bee verie eaſſe to doe, if you but obſerne and marke

the directions. Therefore you muſt firſt note that there i: 
twelue leaues , vpon the which are twelue chapters containing 
the queſtions which any one may enquire for, bring diuided 
into twelue ſpaces.

' Cciſely in which of the ſaid houſes your demaund is in: for ener y 
of the ſaid leaues are numbred at the top:then you muſt obſerue 
which of the ſpaces you haue choſen, for they bee numbred in 
the margent:then keeping in your memory the ſaid 2 numbers, 
firſt of the houſe , then of the queſiton ; with theſe two num- 
bers reſort to the table, which on the other (ide is prepared 
for that purpoſe, being ſquare con taiuing twelue diuiſi- 
ons, or ſpaces both waics, which 144. ſpaces inall. Then 
you ſhall find another particular number written, which be- 
gins at the upper corner on the left hand, & goes down thwart 
to the lower corner on the right hand, continuing his number 
to twelue,which are the numbers of the twelne houſes. So that 
firſt ſeek among theſe numbers the number of the houſe where 
our queſtion was, and there ſet your finger or marke it wel: 
then remember your ſccond figure as 1 told you before, 
which is the number of the ſpace in the houſes chapter, that 
our demaund is in. And with this beginne at your number 
where you held your finger, and what number ſoeuer it bee you 
muſt call it ons, and ſo tell forward the ſquares toward the 
right hand, untill you haue told to the number of your queſti- 
on, or ſo manie ſquares , as the number of your queſtion was; 
Saying, I. 2.3.4. and (o forth, for you know the number of 
your queſtion cannot exceede twelue.

Aud then 
in the table where you held your fing er, ſay one, telling downe- 
wards in the ſpaces , as before you did thwart or ſide- 
waies betweeze the lines, and ſs continue telling vntill 
You come to the number that was on the dye. And if you 
come to the bottome before you haue your number, goe vp to 
the vpper end in the ſame ſpace , continuing your telling till 
You comeas is ſaid, to the number on the die. And there in 
that [quare, where your number ends, marie the number or 
fegnres that you finde there, for that will be the number of the 
leaſe or folio , where the anſwere of your demaund ſtands.
